‘Dr. Samuel J. Meltzer 
Dies in New York City 


New York, Nov. 7.—Dr. Samuel 
James Meltzer, head of the department 
of physiology arfd pharmacy in the 
Rockefeller institute since 1906, who 

contributed many discoveries to med- 
ical science, died at his home here to- 
day. He was born in Russia sixty-nine 
years ago and came to this country in 
1883. 

One of his discoveries was that of an 
artificial respiratory method which re- 
vived animals whose breathing and 
heart beats had ceased, 

He also made notable contributions 
to the treatment of tetanus during the 
war. He held the rank of major in the 
officers’ reserve corps. He was former 
president of the Association of Ameri- 
can Physicians.

Reprisals on 
Sinn Fein for 
Ulster Riots

DUBLIN, Nov. 7.—Seven volun- 


BELFAST, Nov. 7.—Wild scenes 
were witnessed in Londonderry last 
night as a sequel to a sudden attack 
on policemen there. Five policemen 
were shot, two of them so seriously 
that they may die; two shops were 
burned and seVeral others were 
wrecked. All the property attacked be- 
longed to Sinn Feiners. 

The attack on the policemen was di- 
rected against the officers who were 
guarding the custom house, and a 
brisk, exchange of shots followed. 

Shoppers Fiee for Safety. 

The affray occurred at 9 o'clock in 
a busy neighborhood, and so terrified 
the crowds of shoppers that they fled 
in a panic, 

Afterwards thé police and the mili- 
tary raided a large section of the city, 
holding up and searching every one 
they found outdoors and invading and 
searching numerous houses. 

Later in the evening a hostile crowd 
assembled in Waterloo ssuare, a Sinn 
Fein thoroughfare, and had to be dis- 
persed by the military. Even after the 
curfew hour there was almost continual 
revolver and rifle fire for two hours, 
with occasional sounds like explosions 
of bombs. 

Reprisals by Armed Men. 

A number of armed men passed 
along William street, smiashing shop 
windows with the butt ends of rifles, 
destroying the lamps on the electric 
standards by rifle fire, and plunging 
the whole street into darkness. Two 
premises were set on fire, one being a 
garage, which was destroyed. A num- 
ber of horses were burned to death and 
the motors in the garage reduced to 


scrap. 
Firemen Call on Troops. 

A fire brigade called to fires in Wil- 
liam street had a thrilling experience. 
Before starting the firemen appealed 
to the military for aid and a number 
soldk s traveled on the engines. 
On their way rifle fire was opened upon 
them from both sides of the roads. Ths 
soldiers returned the fire and two men 
were seen to fall. 

To escape the fusillade the engines 
took a circuitous route and called at 
the military barracks to get more sol- 
diers before proceeding. 

The official report of the disorders 
says that three constables tn plain 
clothes received severe gunshot 
wounds, it is believed, from the mili- 
tary escorting the fire brigade. 

Echo of Night Rioting. 

An aftermath of last night’s rioting 
occurred this afternoon.

“ Fife and Property Unsafe.” 

“The gross inefficiency of the police 
department, together with thein.utter 
indifference to the commission of 
crime, has gone so far that neither 
lives nor property are safe any longer. 

“T believe a large percentage of the 
police department are in actual collu- 
sion with criminals; that they protect 
criminals for petty graft. I can ex- 
plain their actions in no other way.

“More than 400,000 French soldiers 
fell in the final six months of the war.” 
M. Bailby declares, “and Gen. Foch 
warned the allies that even if the 
contemplated Lorraine offensive were 
succesé@ful the war might last another 
half year. 

“The battle in the region of Rethel, 
the pivot of the German right’s re- 
treat, caused the sacrifice of thousands 
of French soldiers who were rushed up 
to the field of battle by motor trucks 
and were thrown into the fire without, 
an hour’s respite.

GERMANY FEARS 
RED REVOLUTION 
ARMISTICE WEEK 


Sees Munich as Possible 
Storm Center.

BERLIN, Nov. 7--Three anniver- 
sary celebrations within a week are 
scheduled in Germany, and each is re- 
viving talk of revolutions, counter rev- 
olutions, and coup d’états, commonly 

called “putches” here. 

First is set for today, the third anni- 
versary of the Russian Communist 
revolution. Next Tuesday is the sec- 
ond anniversary of the German revo- 
lution, and Nov. 11 is Arfmistice day. 

German Communists are calling upon 
members and workingmen everywhere 
to suspend al! labor today and join in 
demonstrations, as they consider Nov. 
7 the most important of the three days. 
Socialists are concentrating ‘on Nov. 
9, when work will again be suspended, 
while only government circles are 
showing any interest in célebrating 
Nov. 11. 

Bavaria a Storm Center. 

Although counter revolutionary talk 
has been revived almost weekly since 
Dr. Kapp’s abortive attempt, it now 
centers on Bavaria, where there is a 
monarchist movement, as well as a 
French movement, and an ultimatum 
has been sent to the Bavarian Gen. von 
Escherich to disarm and demobilize the 
citizens’ militia, known as “ Orgesch,” 
which etill is defying the government 
and the entente. ' 

Upon receipt of the ultimatum Gen. 
con Escherich made no official reply, 
but in an interview he declared that he 
does not intend to obey, but, on the 
other hand, was prepared to lead his 
armed forces against any one attempt- 
ing revolution anywhere in Germany, 
especially in Munich, which is his 
headquarters. 

Moreover, Gen. von Escherich is a 
monarchist and his chief enemies are 
Communists. The “ Orgesch” soldiers 
openly parade in Munich, and other 


of soldiers, all of whom are pledging 
loyalty to their commander. 

Today there comes a report from 
Switzerland to the effect that the su- 
preme war council in Paris has sent 
a note to Germany and Austria insist- 
ing upon demobilization of the Orgesch. 
This, it is considered, will be many 
times more effective than would any 
number of German ultimatums.

FARM VERSUS CITY. 

The United States department of agriculture has 
compiled figures on farm profits in three repre- 
sentative sections of the country wnich seem likely 
to stimulate the movement from farm to city 
which has brought our urban population into the 
majority in the last decade. If this movement is 
to continue, for the protection of the stability. of 
the nation it should be based upon sound economic 
and socia] reasons, not upon restlessness and 
whim. If due to the former it cannot and should 
not be opposed, bit if due to the latter it is e 
serious menace fo our future, 

For that reason we believe the government's 
figures, which in effect are an argument in favor 
of city life, are worthy of analysis. They indicate 
that the farmer’s average return on investment 
has increased from 4 per cent in 1913 to 7 per 
cent in 1918, and that most farmers are making 
less than $500 cash a year above the necessities 
of food and shelter furnished by the farm. Such 
food and shelter are valued at $359 to $425 a year. 

That certainly is not a prospect to hold young 
men on the farm or lure others from city to rural 
life. But the figures do not tell the whole story. 
We doubt that the statisticlan who estimated food 
and shelter value on the farm at $425 a year has 
been flat hunting in Chicago. Such an annual es- 
timate for r€nt, butter, eggs, vegetables, fruit, etc., 
would be laughed to scorn in any city budget. It 
is an economic feature of farm life which is given 
far too little weight. And, again, an anntial cash 
profit of $500 a year looks miserably small on 
paper. But how many farmérs who*have moved 
to the cities can show such a balance after paying 
rent, food, clothing, insurance, recreation, and all 
the other expenses of city life? 

Now we are told that the falling price of wheat 
and corn in the north and of cotton in the south 
has almost developed a crisis, promising to wipe‘ 
out all the agricultural profits of the year, and 
threatening decreased production next year. If 
true that will mean hardship. It will also mean 
a seriously decreased national purchasing power. 
That will promptly be reflected in the life of the 
farm boy who has chosen a city career. If it de- 
velops, as the farmers say it will, it will mean a 
decrease in demand, a decrease in factory employ- 
ment, and a general increase in the number of men 
out of work in the cities. A stroll along the em- 
ployment agency row of Chicago illustrates how 
the labor market conditions have changed already. 
A greater change is threatened. 

In the circumstantes, is the boy who left the 
farm to work in the city so much to be envied, 
even if the boy who remained upon the farm did 
fail to pile up a fortune? The farmer in genera!

A CRITIC OF NEWSPAPERS, | 
(Topeka Capital. ] 

An old and familiar charge against newspapers is 
brought forward by the National Association of Credit 
Men In the following statement regarding the psychol- 
ogy of crime: , 

“The conspicuous publicity given to crime in the 
newspapers, the promineht space and glaring head- 
lines’ is, in our opinion, most unfortunate, and, 
through the psychology of suggestion, increases 
crime. The tale of how one crime was committed in- 
duces others to try it. It is regrettable that a bold 
holdup should receive more ®pacé in the average news- 
paper than the finest thought produced. We would 
add, therefore, that newspapers, as public educators, 
need a baptism of -the old faith.” 

Whether publicity® regarding crime tends on the 
whole to promote or to discourage crime is a debata- 
ble quéstion. The fear of publicity ig a modern sub- 
stitute with many potential criminals of “ the fear of 
God” beyond doubt. Dread of the publicity that 


the “ psychology of suggestion " which the credit men : 
use so trippingly on the tongue, it applies exclusively 
to the mentally unsound, feeble minded persons, some 
of whom may be led to commit crime by reading of it. 

A sensational crime fs one more apt than any other 
to be attempted through this psychology of sugges- 
tion, yet the federal and state governments and the 
banks, brokers, insurance companies and local author- 
ities of New York are now advertising far and wide 
large rewards for the identification of the persons 
guilty of the bemb explosion on Wall and Broad 
streets. How anybody could assist in the unraveling 
of this crime without knowledge of the circumstances, | 
obtained by widespread and immediate newspaper | 
publicity, the credit men might suggest.

It 
is her habit to remain in bed reading 
until moon, then to take a cool bath, 
dress, eat lunch, and enter on her life of 
mild activities. She does not come of 
long lived stock. 


Abowt 100 years ago, Hufeland, a Ger~ 
man physician, wrote a book telling how 
to attain old age. In this book he says 
that Terentia, wife of Cicero, in spite 
of the many vicissitudes of her life, lived 
to be 103. Livia, the wife of Augustus, 
was domineering and tempestuous, but 
she lived to be 90. An actress of the 
time, Luccia, appeared on the stage at 
112. e was on the stage 100 years. 
Galena Copiala, a dancer, lived to be very 
old. She performed before Pompey, 
danced probably, when she was 90 years 
of age. A few years later she performed 
before Augustus. It may be that births 
were not recorded in that day. 


Hufeland, after investigating the age 
of Bible characters, concluded that “ the 
duration of life 3,000 years ago was about 
the same as today.” The apparent dif- 
ference is due to difference in the way of 
reckoning. 


Buck's “Dawn of Modern Medicine” 
quotes Pythagoras, one of the great char- 
acters of ancient history, as having lived 
to extreme old age. He attributed this 
to moderation in eating and daily gym- 
nastic exercises. In his book of advice 
he counseled moderation in all things as 
the essential! for long life. But he added: 
“A man at 80 and beyond should reckon 
himself as having ceased to live.” 


Dr. A. W. Foreman is only 80, but he 
bas “lived 100.” He was one of nine- 
teen children, of whom fourteen lived to 
be over 70. In his creed for long life 
| there are four articles: “ First, I was 
| born right.” He came of long lived 
stock. “ Second, I always have been a 
‘hard worker. Third, I never permit my- 
self to get angry.

DANCERS, DINN ERS, AND DANGEES 
OF THE NEAR EAST RELIEF. 
Club de Constantinople, Pera, Oct. 14. 
—({Larry Rue, Esq., Chicago Tribune Cor- 
respondent, Constantinople.} — Neither 
champagne nor Trebizond dancers is of 
any great importance in the near east 
relief case. To my mind the question 
is this: out of each dollar contributed 
by sympathetic Americans, how many 
pennies actually go into the stomach or 
onto the back of a starving, half-naked 

refugee? 

I asked Col. Coombs this question, and 
he replied that he did not’ know. In 
view of the condition of the records of 
the near east relief, I doubt if anyone 
ever will know. However, considering 
the testimony brought out at the trial— 
and which, as attorney for the govern- 
ment, I allowed to go into the record so 
that mo one could say that the govern- 
ment had shielded anybody—I could 
hardly say that there ts any evidence 
of efficiency in the administration of 
the near east relief, except for certain 
reforms instituted by Col. Coombs. A 
few years ago there was an investigation 
in New York of a certain organized 
charity, and, if I remember correctly, 
it was shown that something like 156 


or 20 per cent of the receipts actually . 


reached the deserving poor, the rest be- 
ing absorbed in rents, salaries of officials, 
and the like. That was in the case of an 
old, carefully ofganized charitable in- 
stitution, operating in the orderly city 
of New York. The near east relief has 
been hastily siapped together to meet 
an emergency of war. Its personnel 
leaves something to be desired, and it 
operates in a field where intrigue and 
corruption are normal and straightfor- 
wardness exceptional. The near east re- 
lief wduld deserve a great deal of credit 
if it could show any real efficiency under 
such conditions—if !t could show that 
more than a dime or two out of a dollar 
went to the actual homeless, sick or 
starving. If dinners and dancers help 
make this organization efficient there 
should be more of them. 

Col. Coombs showed me a long cable 
from Mr. Vickering. It struck me as 
curious that Mr. Vickering did not ask 
for a probe into the affairs of the near 
east, nor that any evils brought out in 
the trial should be corrected. Instead 
h@ complained that the _ recital of 
facgs brought out during the trial, which 
you published in Tae CuIcago TRIBUNE, 
was causing a loss of subscriptions, and 
he wanted material for propaganda to 
counteract this. Col. Coombs has done 
a great deai to put an end to such prac- 
tices as sending to New York apparent- 
ly authentic cables from Constantinople, 
but which really were sent first from 
New York, with the request that they 
be telegraphed back for propagands 
purposes. 

However, such ingenious methods of en- 
ticing contributions are not Cangerous. 
They are merely immoral. What I 
really object to in near east advertising 
methods is the persistent sowing of 
half-truths concerning this part of the 
world in the minds of the American 
people. That is truly dangerous, because 
it might conceivably lead the United 
States into entanglements in the near 
east which we should never cease to 
regret. To raise money for the near 
east relief it has unfortunately been con- 
sidered necessary to depict the Armenti- 
ans 2s a nation—a long-suffering. op- 
pressed nation, making a noble struggie 
for freedom, and innocent of ali evil. 
We have heard, until the American 
people are sick of it, I hope, that we 
owe a moral duty to spend at least 


money and perhaps biood for that 
nation. The truth of the matter, of 
course, is that the Armenian nation is 
amyth. There is an Armenian govern 
ment, but it is a little clique of officers 
and office-holders that governs solely fae 


_its own benefit and not for the peopm | 


This government impresses the farmers 
into its army and attacks its neighbors, 
and the harvest is lost. This same gow 
ernment is now allied with the Russian 
bolshevik government. It is just as In- 
nocent as the governments around it, but 
no more so. 4 
_ America is well liked by all the clagh- 
ing races of the near east simply be- 
cause we have not so far become én- 
tangled In any of the various schemes 
for dividing and devouring Asia Minor. 
Just as soon aS we say to other powers, 
“We propose to fix the boundaries of 
this or that little people” we shall 
have to get their consent and assistance, 
and the price exacted will be our con- 
sent to the schemes of France, Greece 
and Britain. Even if the Armenians 
constituted a majority in the territory 
which they claim, even if more warlike 
races would give up their freedom and 
become subject to the Armenians, and 
even were we serving the Armenian 
people instead of their unrepresentative 
government, entanglement in these im 
perialistic partition schemes would 3 
a stupid error that would cost us mie 
lions in money, and perhaps anegiier 
war, 
Every American here on the crown 
knows that*we ought to keep out. And 


yet. the near east relief, just to get 4 


subscriptions, spends thousands of dol- 
lars to spread through the United States 
its dangerous propaganda of half truths. 

Personally, I’think the near east re- 


lief should be thoroughly investigated, | 


and that, unless it can adopt busfhess 
methods and keep out of international 
politics, it should be allowed to die.

AMERICANS IN 
CHINA PIN HOPE 
ON REPUBLICANS 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.) 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 7.—The American 
chamber of commerce in China will 
send a @élegation to Washington this 
month to urge before congress the im- 
mediate passage of legislation to per- 
mit the formation of American com- 
panies in China directly under direc- 
tion of the government at Washington. 
Present conditions force Americans 
to incorporate under state charters un- 
suited for foreign trade. 

The delegation also will urge relief 
from excess taxation which British, 
French, and Japanese competitors do 
not have to pay. 

In the chamber’s opinion America 
cannot hold her present trade advan- 
tage in China in the face of strong 
British, Japanese, and German compe- 
tition, unless suitable legislation is 
provided by the American government 
immediately.

This 
disproves reports circulated last wee 
that the treasury was considering low- 
ering the rate of interest because it 
foresaw an easing in money rates.
